Officers are | 
paid by such checks. 


Officer's pay consists.of base, | 


longevity, subsistence, rental and 
flying pay. The Finance Section 
calculates the amount of each of 


these due each officer and keeps 


a separate account against each. 
Officers and men ordered to 
travel are entitled to receive al- 
lowances for travel, the amount 
being determined by the orders 
issued. The distance, whether 
travel is made by rail, private 
auto, government auto, plane, etc. 
determines the amount to be paid. 
Official mileage distances are de- 
termined between points over 
which travel is authorized when 
payment is due on a mileage 
basis. 

Men are being discharged every 
day and final payment is made to 
each such man. The reason of 
discharge determines what travel 
allowances, if any, each is en- 
titled to in addition to amy pay 
due. 

In addition to providing for the 
pay and allowances due Division 
personnel the section has to be 
ready to go on field maneuvers
